The Futurity and After 


EXT Saturday we have the Futurity, Ameri- 
N ca’s No. 1 race for 2-year-olds. What with 
Andy K. and Bimelech and several good dark 
horses, it promises to be an excellent renewal of 
a famous race. 

Sports writers have made much copy of the 
“Futurity jinx’’ which supposedly has prevented 
any winner of the race from winning the Ken- 
tucky Derby. This is good copy, and it ties in 
nicely with the fact that Col. E. R. Bradley, who 
has won four renewals of the Kentucky Derby, 
has never succeeded in winning the Futurity. 

It is partly coincidence that no Futurity win- 
ner has been a Kentucky Derby winner. And it 
is partly due to the fact that the first requisites 
for winning the noted 2-year-old race are speed 
and precocity, whereas the winner of the Derby 
must have a little stamina in addition to his 
speed. There is a significant difference here in 
the standards by which the two winners are se- 
lected. There is no very dependable reason for 
the Futurity winner to show the added charac- 
teristic which makes for victory in the Derby; 
just as in baseball the pitcher is selected pri- 
marily because he can pitch well, and it is not 
to be expected that he can necessarily hit well. 

The Kentucky Derby and the “classics” which 
come after it bring a Thoroughbred the loudest 
acclaim a horse can have in America. But we 
suspect that the Futurity winner is more nearly 
the ideal toward which American breeding sets 
its sights. It represents speed and precocity, 
and these are the principal standards of breeding 
in this country. 

The effect of our everyday striving toward 
this ideal of speed and precocity is to be seen 
all about us. It tends to lower the standards of 
breeding stock selected on the basis of American 
racing. It means that we fail to disclose many 
horses which, while they may have been deficient 
in precocity, would nevertheless have shown high 
ranking if they could have been judged on the 
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basis of speed-plus-stamina. It is the history of 
the Thoroughbred breed that quick horses rarely 
produce stayers, and that the reverse is true. For 
quick horses produce horses which are quicker 
still. The inevitable evolution of a breed of 
horses selected on the basis of speed alone is to- 
ward more speed and less stamina. And with 
our emphasis on six-furlong racing we are con- 
stantly gravitating toward the shorter distances 
and lower class. 

This policy of discouraging stamina means 
that our best breeding stock must be imported 
from countries where the value of stamina is 
recognized on the race course. Have a look at 
the list of leading sires published in this issue. 
Six of the seven sires at the top of the list are 
foreign, and Jamestown, the only American-bred 
sire in the group, owes his position to Johns- 
town, whose pedigree is vastly more foreign 
than American. We are not seeking to be un- 
patriotic in pointing out this example of the 
failure of American blood. We are rather try- 
ing to inspire some patriotism by suggesting 
that we give our American blood a chance—a 
chance that cannot be provided without distance 
racing. 

With a war raging in Europe we have a new 
obligation to the Thoroughbred as a breed. In 
time of peace, if American breeders would rather 
buy their top sires and mares abroad than select 
them on the race course, then nothing can be 
done about it. But with England and France en- 
gaged in a consuming struggle the principal 
sources of stamina in American pedigrees have 
been closed to us. This is the time when, if 
ever, our race tracks should attempt to collab- 
orate on a carefully planned, climactic series of 
distance races, at least up to two miles, and with 
large purses. Failing this, and if importations 
from France and England are not resumed, we 
shall probably find South American horses re- 
plenishing the stamina which our race tracks, 
with the cooperation of our trainers, so system- 
atically drain from the breed.

Sir Dixon 


OOD horses sometimes come from queer 

places. The importation of the English 
horse *Billet, by Voltigeur, into Illinois in the 
late ’sixties seemed an affair of little moment. 
He was a brother to Bivouac, a very good racer 
in England, but he was only a fairly cheap sell- 
ing plater, running occasionally to be sold for as 
little as $200. As a 2-year-old he had raced 17 
times, had won the Zetland Stakes early in the 
season, and won three selling stakes later. At 
three he started only once and was unplaced. He 
seemed to merit the obscurity given to him, but in 
1878 his son Volturno came to the races and won 
the Breckenridge Stakes at Baltimore, and a little 
later Volturno’s full brother, Elias Lawrence, ran 
the fastest three miles Saratoga had seen to that 
date. So *Billet was purchased and brought to 
Kentucky, where he led the sire list in 1883, and 
became famous as the sire of Miss Woodford 
and other fine racers. 


To him in 1884 was brought the *Leamington 
mare Jaconet, out of the brilliant producer Mag- 
gie B. B., and full sister to the Epsom Derby 
winner Iroquois. According to W. S. Vosburgh, 
in his Racing in America, 1866-1921, Jaconet was 
one of several 2-year-olds which Pierre Lorillard 
sent to Dr. Cattanach, suffering with “big head,” 
a disease characterized by bony enlargement of 
the skull. She recovered, but Mr. Lorillard still 
did not want her, gave her to the doctor. He in 
turn traded the mare to Aristides Welch for 
Caller Ou, and Welch sold her to the breeding 
partnership of Clay and Woodford, proprietors of 
Runnymede Stud. This is very probably correct. 
However, Jaconet was bred by Aristides Welch, 
so that it must have been from him that Mr. 
Lorillard originally acquired the mare. 

At any rate, from the selling plater and the 
afflicted mare came Sir Dixon, foaled at Runny- 
mede in 1885. He was offered for sale at Lex- 
ington on May 11, 1886, in a combination sale in- 
cluding yearlings from Runnymede, McGrathiana, 
and Dixiana. There was some prejudice at the 
time against yearlings from *Leamington mares, 
as these were generally considered to be too fine 
and to be poor mothers. But Sir Dixon was a 
splendid individual, and it was expected that Cap- 
tain Brown, of Pittsburgh, would buy him. Be- 
cause of his wealth a number of other owners 
were frightened off, but Captain Brown, linger- 
ing with his friends over a few drinks, did not get 
to the sale until Sir Dixon had been sold, and the 
colt was knocked down to Garret D. Wilson for 
$1,125. 


Mr. Wilson, it turned out, was bidding on be- 
half of Green B. Morris, and it was in his purple, 
white cap, that Sir Dixon first went a-racing. 
This was in the Independence Stakes at Mon- 
mouth Park, on July 4, and Sir Dixon was tenth 
and last, after being second in the stretch, to 
Magnetizer, Flitaway, Satisfaction, and others. 
On July 16 he was seventh of eight in the At- 
lantic Stakes, beaten by Prince Royal, Mirabeau,

Speedwell, and others. He was actually the last 
to finish, but Now or Never, finishing second, 
was disqualified and placed last. 

On August 9, still at Monmouth Park, Sir 
Dixon won his first victory under 109 pounds in 
the Camden Stakes (6f.), winning by three 
lengths from Austrienne (105), Fordham (115), 
and eight others. He was last most of the way, 
came up fast in the stretch and won in a canter. 
Then on August 13 he was beaten back to third, 
five lengths behind King Fish (115) in the Junior 
Champion Stakes, with Los Angeles (112) second. 
Sir Dixon, with 115 pounds, beat 13 others, in- 
cluding Magnetizer. 

In the Select Stakes (6f.) on August 23 Sir 
Dixon (111) won again, beating Fitz James (115) 
two lengths, with an unnamed Uncas filly third, 
seven, including the favored Emperor of Norfolk, 
unplaced. At Coney Island on September 10 he 
won again, beating Benedictine two lengths for 
the Flatbush Stakes, with Tea Tray second, six

others, including the favored Racceland, trailing. 
In his last start of the year he was prominently 
placed most of the way for the Prospect Stakes 
at Brooklyn on September 20, weakened and was 
fourth, behind Geraldine, Emperor of Norfolk, 
and Satisfaction. 


At three Sir Dixon had a different sort of 
campaign to face. The Dwyer brothers, always 
looking for horses of proved ability, offered first 
$10,000, then $15,000 for him. Mr. Morris re- 
fused, but was finally prevailed on to accept 
$20,000. Later he said, ‘I didn’t want to sell, but 
the Dwyers had been good friends to me, and I 
didn’t feel like refusing them. I always regretted 
selling him, as I knew he wouldn’t do for their 
style of racing. He was a bit delicate, and 
couldn't stand hard races close together. But he 
was the best horse I ever had.” 


However, though Sir Dixon might have done 
better in other hands, he did well enough for the 
Dwyers. At Washington, D. C., on April 27, he 
opened his 3-year-old season with a victory in 
the Analostan Stakes (1m.), under 118 pounds, 
heating Belle d’Or (103), Specialty (113), and 
eight others, coming from behind to win easily 
by alength. On May 16 he beat the noted geld- 
ing Raceland over a heavy track for the Carlton 
Stakes (1m.), giving his opponent four pounds. 
But at Brooklyn on May 22 Emperor of Norfolk 
beat him a length in the Brooklyn Derby (114m.) 
with Prince Royal Third, Raceland and Tennyson 
unplaced. 


Sir Dixon was beaten again under 104 pounds 
by The Bard (5-y-o, 122) for the St. James’ 
Hotel Stakes (114m.) at Brooklyn May 24, with 
Banburg third. He was third and last to Favor 
(6-y-o, 166) and Volante (6-y-o, 122) in a sweep- 
stakes May 29, under 102 pounds. Far from giv- 
ing him a rest, the Dwyers sent him out again 
two days later for the Withers Stakes (1m.) at 
Jerome Park. Prince Royal (110) had the race 
won in the stretch when Jockey Godfrey went to 
sleep, and Fitzpatrick, bringing Sir Dixon (118) 
up with a rush at the end, outrode Godfrey to 


win by a head, with Tea Tray (119) third. 

The Belmont Stakes (1!2m.), at Jerome Park 
June 9, was only a gallop for Sir Dixon, his only 
opponent being the good colt Prince Royal. Lead- 
ing all the way, Sir Dixon won pulled up, by 15 
lengths. But on June 22, meeting Prince Royal 
again at level weights in the Coney Island Derby 
(11.m.), he was beaten a length and a half, with 
Defense third, two others unplaced. This time 
it was Prince Royal which got the best of the 
riding. Sir Dixon drew out in the stretch, seemed 
to have the race won, but ‘Snapper’ Garrison’s 
fine ride got Prince Royal up. 

At Monmouth Park on July 7 Sir Dixon (118) 
came out for the richest race he was ever to win, 
the Lorillard Stakes (11,m.), worth $17,800 to 
the winner. Second into the stretch, he drew out 
to beat Los Angeles (113) three lengths, with 
Prince Royal (118) four lengths farther away. 
In the Travers Stakes at Saratoga on July 24 Sir 
Dixon (118) again beat Los Angeles (113), with 
Falcon (118) third, Alexandria (118) fourth. Sir 
Dixon again waited in second place, came on to 
win in a canter. 

Perhaps his hard racing took something from 
him, for he was beaten three times to end the 
season. Taragon (114) beat him two lengths in 
the Omnibus Stakes (112m.), getting 11 pounds, 
with Bella B. (120) third, three unplaced. Under 
118 pounds he was second by a neck to George 
Oyster (108) in the Choice Stakes (1!2m.), with 
Taragon (113) third, and in the sweepstakes 
which closed his 3-year-old season Sir Dixon was 
fourth under 107 pounds, with Yum Yum (102) 
and Kingston (4-y-o, 118) in a dead heat for 
first, with Terra Cotta (4-y-o, 118) third. 

Sir Dixon did not start at all at four. At five 
he began badly by finishing eighth in the Brook- 
lyn Jockey Club Handicap (114m.), never being 
prominent. That was on May 15. A week later 
he was third, after getting to second place once, 
in the Lawnview Handicap (14m.), behind Cas- 
sius (104) and Tarragon (107). Sir Dixon had 
116 pounds. He met Taragon (126) at level 
weight in the St. James’ Hotel Stakes (14m.)

May 27, beat him four lengths, but it was the last 
race he was to win. 


Exile (8-y-o, 128) beat him by two lengths for 
the Brooklyn Cup (112m.), with Sir Dixon carry- 
ing 127 pounds. Under 117 pounds he was third, 
beaten a length and a neck, in the Algeria Handi- 
cap (15<m.). Then he was third, well beaten by 
Tenny and Cassius, in a sweepstakes at one mile. 
In another sweepstakes (14sm.) he led for six 
furlongs, ran himself out beating Adamant, and 
was six lengths behind Tea Tray at the end, with 
Adamant a badthird. In the Coney Island Stakes 
(1144m.) he was third of four, beaten by Prince 
Royal and Senorita. Firenzi, which led all the 
way, finished first but was disqualified for carry- 
ing two pounds underweight. Last start for Sir 
Dixon was June 26, at Coney Island, when he 
was third under 130 pounds in the Highweight 
Handicap Sweepstakes (1!gm. on turf), beaten 
two lengths and three-quarters of a length by 
Philosophy (135) and St. Luke (125). He was 
never prominent, and apparently the relentless 
campaign which caused him to start nine times 
in a month and a half was too much for him. 

He had met the best horses of his time. Mag- 
netizer, at two, won three of his six starts, in- 
cluding the Surf Stakes. King Fish, a Virgil 2- 
year-old, won the Hudson, Juvenile, Zephyr, and 
Flash Stakes, in addition to the Junior Cham- 
pion. Geraldine, a Grinstead filly, won the Eu- 
reka Stakes and three other races in California, 
came East to win the Misses, Prospect, and Sap- 
phire Stakes in New York. Fitz James, owned 
by James B. Haggin, won the Sapling and August 
Stakes at two. Emperor of Norfolk was a horse 
of the highest class. At two he won 12 races 
from 18 starts, including the Kenwood, Hyde 
Park, Lake View, Saratoga, Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Autumn, Algeria, Citizens’ Stakes, and 
Free Handicap Sweepstakes. At three he won 
nine of 11 starts, including the Brooklyn Derby, 
Lawyers’, Drexel, Sheridan, Bronx, and Swift 
Stakes, and American Derby. Raceland was also 
an able performer, having won nine of 12 races 
at two, including the Harold, Manufacturers’, 
Quickstep, Arlington, and Capital Stakes, and at 
three winning the Emporium, Spindrift, Barne- 
gat, Raritan Stakes, Melrose and Grand National 
Handicaps.

In 1891 Sir Dixon was returned to stud at 
Runnymede, and in his first crop got The Butter- 
flies, winner of the Futurity of 1894. In subse- 
quent years he sired Audience, Blues, Blue Girl, 
Druid, Running Water, Kilmarnock, Yankee Girl, 
Agile, and many others. His best year was 1901, 
when he led the sire list, with winners of $165,- 
682. He lived a long life in the stud, was still 
active at the end of it. At the age of 24 he was 
romping in his paddock when he fell, breaking his 
hip, and the injury necessitated his destruction 
on March 23, 1909. At the time it was reported 
that Col. E. F. Clay, only a short while before, 
had refused $100,000 for him. 

Sir Dixon’s capable sons have gone, leaving no 
others to succeed them. His daughters, once 
proiific in stud, have passed also. Last to be 
represented by a winner was the mare Chalapa, 
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which produced Deedie in 1928; Deedie kept win. 
ning to nine, 1937, running up a total of 24 wins, 
The connection of Sir Dixon with modern pedi- 
grees comes through a few daughters, particularly 
Martha Gorman, dam of *Maintenant (sire of 
Haste); Yankee Girl, grandam of Bostonian and 
ancestress of Caterwaul, Beacon Hill, and other 
stakes winners; and particularly Audience, dam 
of Whisk Broom II. 


DEATH OF JOHN SANFORD 


OHN SANFORD, a Turfman who remained a 

sportsman long after the encouragement of 
success was denied him, died at a hotel in Sara- 
toga Springs, N. Y., on the night of September 
26. Mr. Sanford, 88 years old, had been in fail- 
ing health for several months. He mustered 
enough strength to attend the diamond jubilee 
meeting at Saratoga in August, but at the con- 
clusion of the meeting he was advised by his 
physician not to tax his strength by traveling. 

John Sanford was born at Amsterdam, N. Y,, 
January 18, 1851, the son of Gen. Stephen San- 
ford, owner of a carpet mill which created a vast 
fortune for the family. When the younger San- 
ford was graduated from Yale University at the 
age of 21 he immediately became associated with 
his father in business, which he continued to op- 
erate after the latter’s death in February, 1913. 
His inheritance at that time was estimated at 
$40,000,000. 

Under the direction of John Sanford the car- 
pet mills became a corporation, Stephen Sanford 
and Sons, Inc. About 10 years ago the plant was 
sold to the Bigelow-Hartford Carpet Company 
and the two organizations were combined under 
the name Bigelow-Sanford Carpet Company, Inc., 
with Mr. Sanford as chairman of the board of 
directors. 

Mr. Sanford, following the example of his 
father and grandfather, was a Republican repre- 
sentative in the fifty-first and fifty-second Con- 
gresses, and had a part in framing the McKinley 
Tariff Bill. He declined to accept a third nomi- 
nation and was not afterwards active in politics. 

The Sanford family’s connection with Thor- 
oughbreds began in 1880 with the purchase of 
General Phillips (by Glenelg--La Polka), a good 
flat racer which in 1881 was put to jumping, a 
field in which he was to gain distinction under 
the new name Post General. Other jumpers 
were added to the stable, which operated under 
the nom de course of Mr. Irvine, and under the 
training of the veteran James McCreery they ac- 
counted for numerous victories. In a few years 
General Sanford decided to begin breeding Thor- 
cughbreds, and he founded Hurricana Stud Farm, 
an estate overlooking the village of Amsterdam, 
site of the carpet mills which furnished the 
family’s wealth. In this venture John Sanford 
and his brother were partners from the start, and 
the numerous high-class horses bred at Hurri- 
cana in the decades just before and just after the 
turn of the century were out of mares given in 
the stud book as the property of “S. Sanford and 
Sons.” 

Among the noted horses bred at Hurricana 
during its earliest and brightest period were 
Chuctanunda, Caughnawaga, Molly Brant, Ken- 
nyetto, La Tosca II, Rockton, Douro, Vails, Sir 
Jchn Johnson, Mayfield, Mohawk II, Granite, and 
other good ones. Later on John Sanford was the 


breeder of Atherstone, Donaghee, Crystal Ford, 
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*Donnacona, *Snob II, Gnome, Jesting, and 
others. Among the many stallions which have 
stood at Hurricana were Post Guard, the great 
Clifford, Potomac, Chuctanunda, *Laureate, *Gon- 
salvo, “Royal Emblem, *Grammont, ‘*lIsidor, 
George Smith, *Nassovian, Sand Mole, *The Cur- 
ragh, *Snob II, *Blue Pete, *Paragon II, *Tour- 
jst II, *Archaic, *Vespasian, *Royal Falcon, Star- 
patic, Supremus, and Mokatam. George Smith 
was among the few horses raced by Mr. Sanford 
which were not bred at Hurricana; he won the 
Kentucky Derby of 1916. 

When racing was banned by legislative action 
in New York Mr. Sanford transferred his racing 
interests to England and France and had some 
success there, but he then joined with other 
Eastern sportsmen in the rehabilitation of the 
sport in New York. Several good horses, in- 
cluding *Snob II and *Vespasian, were bred 
abroad by him and imported. 

For many years it had been a custom of Mr. 
Sanford not to put his stable in action until the 
Saratoga meeting. He rarely allowed his train- 
ers to start a horse unless he could be present to 
see it run. For the last two decades he had car- 
ried on his extensive breeding and racing opera- 
tions with small return, and except for an oc- 
casional high-class jumper, such as *Golden 
Meadow or *Tourist II, he seldom saw his colors 
in the winning circle. (Some of the best horses 
he bred were sold as yearlings.) In 1918 he 
ranked eleventh on the list of leading owners, in 
1917, twenty-first. Since then the Sanford stable 
had ranked much farther down the list. 

Mr. Sanford in February, 1913, succeeded 
James R. Keene, deceased, as a steward of The 
Jockey Club, a position he resigned in December, 
1921. But he kept his interest in breeding and 
racing to the end of his life. This year, how- 
ever, he had finally decided to give up his Thor- 
oughbred holdings, as the result of his failing 
health. On January 9 a fire had destroyed a 
stable and 25 of his horses at the farm, and later 
he sold off the remainder of his horses in training 
and all his breeding stock, with the exception of 
the good ‘chaser *Golden Meadow, which was 
retained as a pensioner. 

In 1892 at Sanford, Fla., Mr. Sanford married 
his cousin, Miss Ethel Sanford, a daughter of 
Gen. Henry S. Sanford, United States ambassador 
to Belgium in the Civil War period. Their son, 
Stephen (Laddie) Sanford, is a well known polo 
player and owned Sergeant Murphy, winner of 
the Grand National Steeplechase at Aintree in 
1923, but as he has not shown any recent interest 
in racing it is assumed that a family which wrote 
some of the brightest chapters in the history of 
the American Turf has passed out of the racing 
picture.

Belmont Park 


ELMONT PARK’S 15-day fall meeting, cli- 
maxing the fall racing season in the State, 
comes to an end Saturday, October 7. One of 
the largest crowds in recent history of the great 
track probably will be present for the final pro- 
gram, since the Futurity Stakes that day will 
probably bring together again Bimelech and Andy 
K., two of the most capable and colorful 2-year- 
olds of the decade. The Jockey Club Gold Cup 
and Grand National Steeplechase will also feature 
the final day. 

One of the largest crowds of the year was 
present for the program of Saturday, September 
30, though Johnstown had been withdrawn from 
the Lawrence Realization and Bimelech from the 
Champagne Stakes as a result of the muddy 
track. The Champagne resulted in a hollow vic- 
tory for Andy K., and Greentree Stable’s Hash 
inherited the Lawrence Realization. 


The weather was clear at the beginning of the 
program, but before the running of the Realiza- 
tion a heavy fog settled over the track and made 
it difficult to see the subsequent races. Timers, 
as well as others, apparently had difficulty with 
the fog, as Daily Racing Form’s chart for the 
Realization showed Hash running the first mile 
and a half in the mud a fifth of a second faster 
than the American record. For the last race the 
chart was incomplete, since the horses could not 
be distinguished until they were well into the 
stretch. 


Shoulder Arms 


For the fifth running of the Westchester 
Claiming Stakes ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs, Widener Course) at Belmont 
Park September 26 the heavily played favorite 
was Hal Price Headley’s Preeminent, which got 
in with only 110 pounds. Preeminent closed at 
9 to 5, and nothing else in the field was at less 
than 6 to 1. But when Alfred Robertson asked 
the favorite for his best speed in the last quarter- 
mile he got little response, and Preeminent fin- 
ished fourth. The pacemaker and eventual win- 
ner was Longchamps Farm’s Shoulder Arms 
(107), the extreme outsider in the field at 20 to 
1. Shoulder Arms generally runs in front to the 
eighth-pole or thereabouts and loses his race in 
the last furlong. This time the race went off as 
usual when Maemere Farm’s Maeline (3, 103) 
overhauled him near the finish, but, under a

revealed a new courage and came back to take 
the lead from Maeline and beat him a head in 
very fast time. Two lengths back in third place 
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was Wild Rose Farm’s Black Look (113), with 
Preeminent at his heels. The others were Vero 
(110), Woodberry (112), At Play (110), Early 
Delivery (107), John’s Heir (3, 107), and Throt- 
tle Wide (3, 103). The time, 1:09%5, missed the 
track record by only a fifth of a second. Stakes 
division, $2,925, $500, $250, $125. 

Shoulder Arms, bred by Roy Carruthers and 
foaled at Norris Royden's Middlebrook Farm, in 
Woodford County, Kentucky, was sold privately 
to Henry R. Lustig (Longchamps Farm). He 
did not get to the races until the second half of 
his 3-year-old season, during which he won three 
races. To date he has started 26 times, won 
eight races, finished three times second, six 
times third, and has earned $9,235. Earlier this 
year he was third in the Havana City Handicap, 
but the Belmont Park race was his first stakes 
win. He is the first and only living foal of Gloria 
Monk, which did not race and which was the 
first and only living foal of Gloria Quayle. The 
latter won five races at three and three races at 
five, and set two track records at Raceland, 
Verneida also produced the winners Sterling 
(Covington Handicap), Barney Sexton, and 
Muriel H. 


Whaddon Chase Wins ‘Chase 


After C. Mahlon Kline’s Whaddon Chase won 
the Beverwyck Steeplechase Handicap at Sara- 
toga August 26 he finished third and last, behind 
*Cottesmore and Saluda, in the Saratoga Steeple- 
chase Handicap the following Saturday. Then 
be won a two-mile brush event at the meeting of 
the Foxcatcher Hounds at Fair Hill, Md. This 
brought him up to the Brook Steeplechase Handi- 
cap ($5,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 244 
miles), at Belmont Park September 27, in which 
he sccrea the most important and easiest victory 
of his career. Joint favorites in the thirty-first 
running of the Brook were the Thomas Hitch- 
cock entry of “Cottesmore (150) and *Rioter 
(149) and Mrs. J. T. Skinner's Mad Policy (153). 
Whaddon Chase (137), ridden by J. Penrod, was 
in fourth place while *Rioter set the early pace. 
He moved up graduully, and when *Rioter made

a bad landing at the eighth jump Whaddon Chase 
went into the lead, with Mad Policy just behind 
him. *Rioter, still third, fell at the fifteenth 
jump and Mad Policy fell back on the last turn. 
Whaddon Chase was left without serious competi- 
tion and he went on to win by 10 lengths, with 
Mrs. Gwladys Whitney’s white-splotched Rhad- 
amanthus (136) second, five lengths ahead of 
*Cottesmore. Harold E. Talbott’s Ship Executive 
(142) was fourth, followed by National Anthem 
(139), Mad Policy, and Toolbox (138). Time, 
4:47, track sloppy. Stakes division, $4,700, $800, 
$300, $200. 

Whaddon Chase, which had made only one 
start, unplaced, before this year, now has a record 
of nine starts, three wins, one second, four thirds, 
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and $8,565 earned. Family particulars were pub- 
lished in THE BLOOD-HORSE of September 2, page 
328. 


Ladies' Handicap 


The oldest stakes event exclusively for fillies 
and mares in America is the Ladies’ Handicap, 
which had its sixty-ninth running ($5,000 added, 
all ages, fillies and mares) at Belmont Park 
September 28. The race usually brings out a 
good field, and this year it had one of the best 
aggregations of talent in its history. Handicap- 
per John B. Campbell honored E. R. Bradley’s 
Big Hurry (3, 119) with top weight, put 115 
pounds on her stablemate, Bass Wood, also a 
3-year-old. Second highest weight, by the scale, 
was assigned to Falaise Stable’s Red Eye (3, 
116). But it was Big Hurry’s first start this 
year, and the slightly off track was considered 
an advantage to Red Eye, which had won the 
Gazelle Stakes at Aqueduct on a muddy track. 
So Red Eye was made favorite, closing at 8 to 5, 
and the Bradley entry was second choice at 5 
to 1. 

The players proved to be right. Red Eye, 
ridden by Basil James, went to the front right 
after the start, shook off early challenges from 
Nellie Bly (3, 108) and War Regalia (3, 112), 
and drew away to win easily by four lengths in 
time that was within two-fifths of a second of 
the track record. Bass Wood, which got away 
slowly, ran past almost the entire field in the last 
half-mile to finish second, three lengths ahead of 
William T. Brann’s Savage Beauty (111), and 
Big Hurry, also among the trailers at the be- 
ginning, ran well in the stretch to take fourth 
money, a length behind Savage Beauty. The 
others, in order of finish, were Hostility (3, 115), 
Flving Lee (109), Despondent (3, 106), One Jest 
(116), Nellie Bly, War Regalia, and Wise Lady 
(3, 110). Time. 1:36%5, track good. Stakes 
division, $5,900, $1,000, $500, $250.

Andy K.'s Champagne Stakes 


With E. R. Bradley’s Bimelech (124) and Mills- 
dale Stable’s Andy K. (124) among the overnight 
entries, the sixty-ninth running of the Champagne 
Stakes ($5,000 added, 2-year-olds, 612 furlongs) 
at Belmont Park September 30 promised to be a 
review of the Hopeful Stakes and a preview of 
the Futurity, to be run October 7. But it came 
mud, and Bimelech’s trainer, William Hurley, 
who has an aversion to off tracks, took the Brad- 
ley colt cut—the only declaration from the over- 
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night field of 12. This left Andy K. in undisputed 
possession of favoritism (he closed at 7 to 5) 
and the race. Johnny Longden had him out of 
the gate quickly, let him go to the front at once, 
and opened up a lead which grew steadily as the 
colt romped down the straight Widener Course. 
Toward the end he was bearing out as usual, but 
not so noticeably as in his previous races. But 
he probably could have crossed the track more 
than once and still won the race, for at the end

he was six lengths ahead of, and going away 
from, John Hay Whitney’s Calory (113), a Manna 
colt which had scored an easy victory in his only 
previous start. In third place, a length behind 
Calory, was Walter Schuttler’s Strawberry 
(111), which had come up fast in the last half- 
mile. Fourth, half a length farther back, was 
Mrs. George D. Widener’s Your Chance (113), a 
colt by Chance Shot out of the good stakes win- 
ner Evening. The others were Boy Angler (119), 
Merry Knight (122), Titilator (112), Ramases 
(119), Grey Wolf (110), Ekwanok (113), and 
Kingdom (113). Time, 1:17, track muddy. 
Stakes division, $5,875, $1,000, $500, $250. 

Andy K. has now finished in front in four of 
his eight starts, but disqualifications have left 
him with only two official victories to show. He 
has yet to finish out of the money (except by 
disqualification), and has been twice second and 
twice third. The Champagne Stakes brought his 
earnings to $43,360, as compared with Bimelech’s 
$44,150. These two splendid colts probably will 
meet for the third time in the Futurity. Bime- 
lech, still unbeaten in four starts, has twice fin- 
ished ahead of Andy K., but if the Jack High 
colt manages to run straight in the Futurity— 
there will be plenty of speculation over that if. 
Notes of Andy K.’'s history and family particulars 
were published in THE BLOoD-HoRSE of August 5, 
page 187, after his victory in the Arlington Fu- 
turity. 


Lawrence Realization to Hash 


An orthodox procedure for a 3-year-old colt of 
Johnstown’s class is to attempt a victory in the 
Lawrence Realization as a sort of clinching ar- 
gument for his worthiness as a prospective sire. 
Belair Stud’s great colt, in racing condition after 
a series of adverse developments, was entered 
overnight for the forty-seventh running of the 
Realization ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds, geldings 
not eligible. 1°, miles), but after the track be- 
came muddy William Woodward announced not 
only that the son of Jamestown would not run 
in the Realization but that he would never run 
again. 

Catapult, another of the six horses entered 
overnight, was also scratched, leaving a field of 
four, among which Greentree Stable’s Hash (119) 
was a strong favorite, closing at 11 to 5. The 
pace for the first mile was set by Glen Riddle 
Farm's Get Off (112), followed, two or three 
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lengths back, by Parker Corning’s Chip In (112). 
Hash, ridden by Eddie Arcaro, was thoroughly 
outrun in the early stages, and after the first 
half-mile was 10 lengths behind the second horse, 
with Circle M Ranch’s Shining One (123) at his 
heels. After a mile Arcaro began to move Hash 
forward by easy stages. On the last turn the 
Questionnaire colt went to the outside and moved 
to challenge the two horses ahead of him. Get

In two seasons Hash has started 20 times, won 
eight races, finished seven times second, and has 
earned $43,175. He has been first or second in 
each of his last seven starts, has won his last 
three. His earlier stakes wins were in the Ken- 
ner Stakes and the Edgemere Handicap. Family 
particulars were published in THE BLOOD-HORSE 
of August 19, page 272. 


Johnstown's Retirement 


When Johnstown was declared out of the 
Lawrence Realization of September 30 and his 
retirement was announced, Owner William Wood- 
ward issued the following statement: 


Johnstown has not been altogether himself since the 
Dwyer. At that time it was first noticed that he made 
a slight “noise.” We gave him a let-up and then pre- 
pared him for the Classic, but in that race he did not 
do himself justice. Taken to Saratoga, he was care- 
fully prepared for the Travers and would have started 
had it been dry, but the track was very muddy and we 
did not run. 

Almost at once thereafter he had a short spell of 
coughing and on the return to Aqueduct cast a front 
shoe which cut his hock, necessitating anti-tetanus and 
a ten-day let-up three weeks ago. 

Returning to training he responded well, when a very 
slight quarter crack showed itself. This could be cared 
for on a dry track but not on a wet one, such as there 
is today. We would run on the dry but feel it is unfair 
both to the horse and to the public to run under these 
handicaps. 

Therefore, much to our regret, we are retiring Johns- 
town permanently. 

Johnstown is to enter the stud at Arthur B. 
Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. In two 
seasons he started 19 times, won 14 races, was 
twice third. and earned $169,315. His victories 
included the Babylon Handicap, Richard John- 
son Stakes, Remsen Handicap, and Breeders’ 
Futurity at two, and at three, from nine starts, 
he won the Paumonok Handicap, Wood Memorial 
Stakes, Kentucky Derby, Withers Stakes, Bel- 
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mont Stakes, and Dwyer Stakes. He finished un- 
placed in the Preakness Stakes won by Challedon, 
and was third to Challedon and Sun Lover in the 
Classic Stakes at Arlington Park. 


ILLINOIS 


Hawthorne Closes 


HE Illinois racing season, as far as the mile 

tracks are concerned, came to a close Satur- 
day, September 30, with the end of the 24-day 
meeting at Hawthorne. The Cicero track, while 
it offered no especially colorful racing, appar- 
ently had a very successful meeting. The final 
crowd was one of the largest, numbering about 
15,000. It had something of a shock when Con- 
naught, a big, growthy colt which apparently has 
come to his best form slowly, won the Hawthorne 
Juvenile Handicap at odds slightly better than 
40 to 1, beating Potranco, which had been about 
the best 2-year-old in Chicago since the Arling- 
ton Park meeting. 

Fairmount Park, offering its usual fare for 
cheap horses, closes Saturday, October 14. The 
remaining racing for Chicago fans will be pro- 
vided by the half-mile Sportsman’s Park, which 
will have 26 days of racing, the longest meet- 
ing in its history. The meeting closes October 
31, the last day permitted by Illinois law. 


Ugly Duckling 


At the Lexington Fall Sales of 1938 Charles A. 
Asbury offered a big, growthy yearling bay colt 
by *Man O'’Night out of Guileful, by *Dis Donc. 
The catalogue described him: ‘‘No marks; lop- 
eared and roman nose.’’ Theodore Mueller, for- 
mer member of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission and owner of Shady Brook Farm, bought 
him for $750. Under the name of Connaught the 
colt started his racing career at Washington Park 
in August, got himself soundly beaten in his first 
three starts. His fourth start was in the Haw- 
thorne Juvenile Handicap ($2,500 added, 2-year- 
olds, 612 furlongs) at Hawthorne Saturday, Sep- 
tember 30. Though carrying bottom weight, 108 
pounds, he was, quite naturally, among the out- 
siders in the betting, closing at $40.30 to $1. 
Favorite was the Lexbrook Stable’s Potranco 
(126), which was giving at least 11 pounds to 
everything in the race. Connaught came out of 
the barrier in front, opened up a lead of a length 
and a half in the first quarter, with Potranco 
closest tc him. Jockey J. Flinchum had Con- 
naught under a strong hold, but in the next quar- 
ter he doubled his lead.

The mare was brought 
back to the Regan Farm, near Lexington, and on 
April 22, 1937, foaled a bay colt which Mr. Hole- 
man sold to his neighbor, Charles A. Asbury, as 
a weanling. Mr. Asbury offered the colt as a 
yearling in the Lexington Fall Sales, sold him to 
Theodore Mueller for $750. In three starts be- 
fore his stakes victory of last week Connaught 
had earned only $25 in fourth money. He is the 
second foal and first winner of his dam, Guileful, 
which was barren in 1938 and this year had a bay 
colt by Islam. Guileful is a half-sister to the 
good early-season stakes winner Gilded Knight, 
by *Sir Gallahad III; hence Mr. Holeman de- 
cided this year to breed her to Count Gallahad, 
a son of *Sir Gallahad III standing at Mr. As- 
bury’s farm, and she is now in foal to that young 
horse.

MARYLAND 


Havre de Grace, Laurel Park 


HE first meeting of the Maryland fall racing 
season closed at Havre de Grace Saturday, 
September 30. A big crowd was out to see the 
Maryland-owned Challedon make his reappear- 
ance in his native state to score a cantering vic- 
tory in the Havre de Grace Handicap. With 
Johnstown and Eight Thirty removed from the 
racing scene Challedon is almost without a rival 
among the remaining 3-year-olds. He probably 
will make other starts during the remainder of 
the Maryland season, notably at Pimlico, where 
he will be the leading figure in a contemplated 
Pimlico Special, in which the main problem will 
be to find competition for him. 
The 25-day meeting at Laurel Park opened 
Tuesday, October 3, with the Capital Handicap 
as the day's feature. 


Challedon Reaches $231,710 


For the twenty-eighth running of the Havre de 
Grace Handicap ($15,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, 14% miles), run September 30, Racing Secre- 
tary Charles J. McLennan faced the task of al- 
lotting William L. Brann’s Challedon enough 
weight to make a race of it between him and the 
others which were well removed from his cham- 
pionship class. He gave the son of *Challenger 
II 122 pounds, put 111 on Porter’s Mite, which 
previously had beaten him on a heavy track with 
16 pounds advantage. Nothing else among the 
starters was given as high a rating, by the scale, 
as Porter’s Mite. But heavy rains the day be- 
fore the race left the track perfect for Challedon, 
and his 122 pounds fell far short of being enough 
for him. Challedon won unextended, by four 
lengths, paid off his backers at the rate of 7 to 10. 

The Brann star came out of the stalls going at 
a faster clip than usual, and he was actually lead- 
ing the way as he went by the stands the first 
time. But George Woolf was not anxious to set 
the pace with the favorite, and he kept his charge 
in hand when Porter’s Mite and Woolford Farm’s 
Robert L. (107) moved past him. At the end of 
a quarter-mile Porter’s Mite, a good mudder, was 
three lengths in front of Robert L., with Challe- 
don two lengths farther back, followed by Mrs. 
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Louise Viau’s Rex Flag (112), Hyman Fried- 
berg’s Manie O’Hara (10512), and Alfred Van- 
derbilt’s Nedayr (112). Porter’s Mite weakened 
on the last turn, left the lead to Robert L., but 
Challedon moved up on the outside, had no trouble 
with Robert L., and in the stretch drew away 
gradually until he had a lead of four lengths at 
the finish. Manie O’Hara made a persistent bid 
for second money in the run through the stretch, 
but Robert L. beat her a neck. Nedayr, after 
trailing the field for nearly three-quarters, fin- 
ished fourth, a length and a half farther back, 
heading Porter’s Mite in the final strides. Rex 
Flag was six lengths behind the W. E. Boeing 
colt.

Woodbine Park 


HE seven-day meeting at Woodbine Park 

which climaxes the fall racing season in the 
vicinity of Toronto closed Saturday, September 
30. Principal feature of the final day of the ex- 
cellent meeting was the Breeders’ Stakes, in which 
the outstanding 3-year-old Archworth conceded 
weight all around and scored a handy victory. 
Three other time-honored fixtures of Canadian 
racing were renewed on the final day, but under 
conditions which, by the Canadian rules of racing, 
prevent them from being classified as stakes 
races. G. F. Perry’s veteran jumper Wilfrid G. 
took up top weight of 162 pounds and won the 
Hendrie Steeplechase Handicap by a neck from 
his stablemate Galamac, the entry being an odds- 
on choice. H.C. Hatch’s Argentine-bred *Filis- 
teo, another odds-on choice, scored a half-length 
victory over Conn Smythe’s 3-year-old Sir Marl- 
boro, which was conceding him weight by the 
scale, in the Ontario Jockey Club Handicap.

put her through a narrow opening between J. E. F.

Second Helping, foaled May 16, 1937, at Mere- 
worth Stud, Lexington, was not sent to Saratoga 
as a yearling, but was sold privately to Connie 
Smythe, Toronto sportsman who is one of Mere- 
worth’s most enthusiastic customers. Mr. Smythe 
already owned Shoeless Joe, half-brother to 
Featherweight, and Sink or Swim, a very good 
sister to Second Helping. Sink or Swim won five 
races, but an injury to her hip apparently kept 
her from being a high-class winner; so when Mr. 
Smythe obtained her younger sister he called her 
Second Helping. After the latter had won two 
races early in the season she had a series of re- 
verses culminating in three defeats in claiming 
races at Saratoga, but on her return to Canada 
she won an allowance race at Thorncliffe Park, 
coming from last place in the field, then was 
second at Woodbine Park in a similar perform- 
ance. Hence her strong favoritism for the dis- 
tance test of the Grey Stakes. She has now 
started 12 times, won four races, finished twice 
second, and has earned $3,200.

ee ae fall racing season starts next 
week when Keeneland begins its 10-day 
meeting Tuesday, October 10. The Lexington 
track will continue to operate through Saturday, 
October 21. There will be no racing on Monday, 
October 16. Superintendent W. T. Bishop this 
week announced applications for stalls totaled 
more than 1,500, or approximately three times 
the track’s capacity. 

Most of the country’s best 2-year-olds are 
eligible for the $5,000 added Breeders’ Futurity, 
including Bimelech, Andy K., Roman Flag, Flight 
Command, Carrier Pigeon, Call to Colors, Rama- 
ses, Piquet, Little Risk, and others. 

Numerous improvements to the Keeneland 
plant started after last spring’s meeting have 
been finished, and central Kentucky's first good 
rain in many weeks did much toward freshening 
up the course.
